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EDITOR'S  PREFACE. 


Tlie  September,  1922,  issue  of  the 
Eegister  carried  an  article  from  the 
•pen  of  Mr.  Lueien  Beokner  entitled 
"Captain  James  Harrod's  Company." 
In  this  reference  "was  made  to  what  Mr. 
Beokner  calls  the  "Doomsday  Book  of 
the  conquest  of  Kentucky,"  a  volume 
in  the  possession  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Fayette  County  Court.  It  is  usually 
referred  to  as  the  "Certificate  Book" 
and  is  the  official  record  kept  by  the 
clerk  of  the  Commission  which  heard 
proof  of  claims  to  settlements  and  pre- 
emption rights  by  early  settlers  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  issued  certificates  to  the 
claimants  which  answered  in  lieu  of 
deeds. 

The  existence  of  this  rare  old  record 
having  been  called  to  the  Editor's  at- 
tention by  the  article  referred  to  he 
made  an  examination  of  the  volume  and 
was  at  once  impressed  with  the  fact 
that  here  was  no  doubt  the  most  valu- 
able fund  of  source  material  concerning 
the  early  history  of  Kentucky  settlers 
anywhere  obtainable.  The  very  large 
number  of  entries  in  this  old  record 
indicates  that  perhaps  every  pioneer 
who    had    made    actual    settlement    in 


Kentucky  prior  to  October  13th,  1779, 
the  date  when  the  Commission  began  its 
hearings,  proved  his  claim  and  secured 
his  certificate.  This  conclusion  is  all 
the  more  probable  for  the  reason  that 
the  Commission,  which  held  its  first  sit- 
tings at  St.  Asaphs  (Stshford),  also 
made  the  round  more  thiiRvonce  of  the 
various  stations  and  settlfcments,  hold- 
ing sessions  at  HarrodsbuTg,  Bryant's 
Station,  Boonesiborough  ia£id  Falls  of 
the  Ohio,  thus  affording  every  settler 
opportunity  to   establish  his  claim. 

It  is  of  course  possible  that  there  may 
have  been  bona  fide  settlers  who  did  not 
prove  their  claims  before  this  Commis- 
sion, but  it  is  very  improbable.  It  is  not 
our  purpose  to  read  out  of  the  honor 
roll  of  pioneer  settlers  the  names  of  any 
not  mentioned  in  this  "Doomsday 
Book,"  but  rather  to  emphasize  the  fact 
that  the  book  "reads  the  title  clear" 
for  every  one  mentioned  in  it. 

As  the  data  in  this  old  record  is  of 
such  very  great  value  and  as  the  His- 
torical Society  has  not  been  able  to 
secure  possession  of  the  book,  we  have 
decided  to  publish  it  in  fuU,  running 
through  the  three  issues'  of  1923.  Just 
here  we  wish  to   acknowledge   our   in- 
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debtedness  to  the  County  Court  Clerk 
of  Fayette  County,  Mr.  Faust  Foushee, 
for  his  kindness  in  allowing  us  to  copy 
the  record  and  for  his  courtesies  in  con- 
nection therewith. 

The  Commission. 

Many  things  contributed  to  the  con- 
fusion as  to  title  to  the  Kentucky  set- 
tlements. A  settler  would  build  a  cabin, 
perhaps  raise  a  crop  of  corn  and  then 
return  to  Virginia  for  his  family;  an- 
other pioneer,  with  the  home  building 
instinct,  coming  in  later  and  knowing 
neither  the  iDtentions  of  the  other  set- 
tler nor  the  extent  of  his  possible  claim 
or  survey,  would  build  his  cabin  some- 
where in  the  same  neighborhood.  Natur- 
ally there  was  much  eagerness  also  to 
secure  the  sites  where  fine  springs  were 
found  and  along  the  water  courses.  As 
settlements  multiplied  the  situation  be- 
came more  and  more  complicated.  These 
pioneers  were  extending  Virginia's 
power  and  adding  to  her  glory  and  it 
was  imperative  that  action  be  taken  to 
adjiLst  their  conflicting  claims,  so  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia,  in  1779,  passed 
an  Act  authorizing  the  Governor  to  ap- 
point a  Commission  to  come  to  Ken- 
tucky and  sit  as  a  Court,  to  hear  proof 
and  quiet  the  titles  by  issuing  certifi- 
cates to  rightful  claimants. 

The  Act  is  found  in  Henning's  Stat- 
utes, Volume  10,  pages  35  to  50.  As 
the  Act  is  very  long  we  can  give  only 
the  substance  of  it  here.  It  provided 
for  the  appointment  of  four  Commis- 
sioners, who  should  not  be  residents  of 
Kentucky  County,  to  sit  as  a  court  and 
hear  proof  of  claims  as  above  stated. 
They  were  given  authority  to  issue  a 


certificate  for  a  400  acre  settlement 
when  claimant's  right  was  established, 
and  the  certificate  might  also  cover  a 
preemption  right  of  1000  acres  addi- 
tional and  adjoining.  The  claimant  was 
required  to  pay  a  fee  of  ten  shillings 
for  each  100  acres  covered  by  his  certi- 
ficate, this  being  the  "state  price,"  and 
also  an  additional  ten  shillings  as  a  fee 
for  the  clerk  who  issued  the  certificate. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  the  claimant 
secured  both  a  certificate  of  settlement 
and  a  preemption  right,  but  in  a  few 
instances  the  settler  exercised  rare  mod- 
esty and  declined  t-o  accept  his  preemp- 
tion right  contenting  himself  with  his 
four  hundred  acre  settlement.  In  many 
cases  it  is  apparent  that  the  claimant 
was  only  entitled  to  his  preemption 
right  and  not  to  an  actual  settlement 
right  and  in  these  cases  the  certificate 
issued  to  him  gave  him  a  preemption 
right  only. 

Personnel  op  the  Commission. 

As  the  responsibility  resting  on  this 
Commission  v/as  very  great  it  was  im- 
portant that  the  Governor  exercise  care 
in  the  selection  of  its  members.  That 
the  Governor  acquitted  himself  well  in 
the  premises  is  evidenced  by  the  very 
high  character  of  the  men  selected.  The 
first  entry  in  the  record  named  only  "Wil- 
liam Fleming,  Edmund  Lyne  and  James 
Barbour  (by  evident  mistake  shown  as 
John  Barber  in  first  line  of  the  record) 
as  the  Commissioners.  Under  date  of 
October  28th,  1779,  fifteen  days  after 
the  organization  of  the  Court,  however, 
this  entry  appears :  ' '  Stephen  Trigg — 
Gent'n  this  day  produced  his  Commis- 
sion appointing  him  a  Commissioner  in 


or 
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the  room  of  James  Steptoe  for  tlie  pur- 
pose of  executing,  in  conjunction  with 
WUliam  Fleming,   Edmund  Lyne   and 

.  James  Barbour,  in  Kentucky  district 
the  act  for  adjusting  disputed  Titles 
or  Claims  to  Land  and  was  qualified  ac- 
cordingly and  took  his  seat."  From 
this  entry  it  is  evident  that  Steptoe  had 
fe^  been  appointed  originally  and  for  some 

j  reason  had  not  accepted,  so  the  Com- 
mission    was     composed     of     Fleming, 
Lyne,  Barbour  and  Trigg. 
'■       "     As  the  members  of  this  Commission 

^  played  such  a  conspicuous  part  in  the 
early  historj^  of  Kentucky  settlements 
we    are    publishing    herewith    a    brief 

X  sketch  of  each  of  them. 

"William  Fleming.     Colonel  William 

.  Fleming  was  born  in  Jedborough,  Scot- 

:iand,  February  18th,  1729.      He  came 

to  Virginia  July  9th,  1755,  and  settled 

in  Augusta  County.     He  was  an  active 

participant  in  the  early  warfare  against 

■^sthe  Indians  and  was  at  first  a  lieutenant 
and  surgeon  and  later  was  appointed 
captain.  After  the  organization  of 
Botetourt  County  he  was  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  that  county. 

He  was  seriousiy  wounded  in  the  bat- 
tle with  the  Indians  at  Point  Pleasant 
and  never  fully  recovered  from  his 
wounds.  Due  to  this  fact  he  was  not 
able  to  participate  in  the  military 
activities  of  the  Revolution  but  gave 
distinguished  service  to  his  country  in 
a  civil  capacity,  especially  as  a  member 
of  the  Commission  for  the  settlement  of 
the  disputed  land  titles  in  Kentucky. 
As  has  been  above  stated  this  Commis- 
sion met  at  St  Asaphs  (Stanford)  Oc- 
tober 13th,  1779.  The  Commission  sat 
through  the  winter  of  1779-80.     When 


these  duties  were  finished  and  the  Com- 
mission dissolved  he  returned  to  Vir- 
ginia and  was  later  on  elected  by  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia  as  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  State  under  Governor 
Jefferson.  At  the  conclusion  of  Gover- 
nor Jefferson's  term  he  served  for  a  time 
as  Acting  Governor  of  Virginia. 

The  Land  Office  at  Frankfort  shows 
that  at  various  times  Colonel  Fleming 
secured  as  many  as  sixtefen  separate 
land  grants  in  Kentucky  aggregating 
about  30,000  acres,  some  of  it  being  in 
Jefferson,  some  in  Fayette  and  some  in 
Lincoln  County.  At  least  one  of  Col- 
onel Fleming's  sons,  Leonard  Israel 
Fleming,  settled  in  Kentucky  and  died 
near  Midway  October  27th,  1845.  One 
of  his  sons  was  Colonel  William  B. 
Fleming  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  a  dis- 
tinguished lawyer.* 

Stephen  Trigg.  Colonel  Stephen 
Trigg,  the  only  son  of  Abraham  Trigg, 
the  Cornish  emigrant,  came  to  Augusta 
County,  Virginia,  about  the  year  1768 
or  1769.  He  was  present  at  the  organi- 
zation of  Botetourt  County  on  the  15th 
of  February,  1770,  and  was  appointed 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  that  county 
and  later  on  was  a  member  of  the  Con- 
vention which  met  at  Eichmond  July 
17th,  1775.  In  this  Convention  he  was 
the  representative  of  Fincastle  County 
that  had  been  organized  from  Botetourt 
in  the  year  1772,  Fincastle  including  at 
the  time  the  whole  of  Southwestern  Vir- 
ginia and  Kentucky. 

When  he  came  to  Kentucky  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Commission  to  adjust  the  dis- 
puted land  titles  he  settled  at  Trigg's

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Station,  otherwise  known  as  Viney 
Grove,  four  miles  from  Harrodsburg  on 
C<ane  Run.  In  1780,  in  conjunction  witli 
John  Todd  he  represented  the  county 
of  Kentucky  in  the  Legislature  of  Vir- 
ginia. These  two  representatives  dur- 
ing this  session  secured  the  passage  of 
an  Act  for  "establishing  the  town  of 
Louisville  at  the  Falls  of  Ohio." 

After  Kentucky  County  was  sub- 
divided into  Lincoln,  Jefferson  and 
Fayette  counties  he  was  one  of  the  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace  and  assisted  in  hold- 
ing the  first  county  court  in  Lincoln 
County.  This  first  session  was  held  at 
Harrodsburg  Januarj^  16th,   1781. 

Colonel  Trigg  was  the  father  of  five 
children.  His  oldest  son,  "William,  mar- 
ried Miss  Susan  Smith  and  lived  in 
Frankfort,  where  he  died  without  issue. 
Another  son,  Stephen  Trigg,  settled  in 
Botetourt  County,  Virginia,  married 
Miss  Mary  Harvie,  and  died  without  is- 
sue. Fleming  Trigg,  the  youngest  son, 
married  Miss  Susan  Ditty  of  South- 
western Virginia.  They  had  one  daugh- 
ter. Elizabeth  Trigg  became  the  wife 
of  Preston  Breckinridge.  With  her  hus- 
band they  removed  to  Fayette  County, 
Kentucky  and  their  decendants  have 
been  among  the  distinguished  sons  and 
daughters  of  the  Commonwealth.  Mary 
Trigg,  the  youngest  child,  married  John 
David  Logan.  They  left  one  son.  Judge 
Stephen  Trigg  Logan  of  Illinois,  who 
at  one  time  was  the  law  partner  of 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

Colonel  Trigg  was  killed  at  the  dis- 
astrous battle  of  the  Blue  Licks,  Aug- 
ust 19th,  1782.*

Edmund  Lyne.  Edmund  Lyne  was 
the  fourth  son  of  William  Lyne,  the 
first  known  of  the  family  in  Virginia. 
After  coming  to  Kentucky  he  settled 
on  a  farm  on  Cane  Ridge,  in  Bourbon 
County,  where  he  died  unmarried  in 
1791.  In  addition  to  his  service  on  the 
Commission  to  settle  the  disputed  land 
titles  he  was  later  on  apipointed,  in 
1786,  together  with  Isaac  Shelby  and 
Richard  Taylor  as  a  Commission  to  ad- 
just claims  arising  out  of  the  expedition 
of  General  George  Rogers  Clark  and 
Colonel  Ben  Logan  against  the  Shawnee 
and  Wabash  Indians.  He  was  also  a 
Commissioner  with  Benjamin  Logan, 
Green  Clay,  Isaac  Shelby,  and  John 
Marshall,  Jr.,  to  receive  subscriptions  to 
open  and  establish  a  road  from  the  falls 
of  the  Great  Kanawha  to  Lexington, 
Ky.,  and  also  was  one  of  the  trustees 
with  Daniel  Boone  and  others  to  lay  out 
the  town  of  Washington  in  Bourbon 
County,  now  Washington  in  Mason 
County.** 

James  Barbour.  James  Barbour  was 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses 
from  Culpepper  County,  Virginia,  in 
1764,  County  Lieutenant  of  the  Militia 
of  Culpepper  in  1775,  an  officer  in  the 
Revolutionary  War,  and  later  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Commission  to  settle  the  dis- 
puted land  titles  in  Kentucky. 

He  married  Prances  Throckmorton 
and  their  son,  James  Barbour  (who 
married  Mary  Taylor,  daughter  of 
James  Taylor  and  Ann  Pendleton  of 
Orange  County,  Virginia,  1787)  re- 
moved to  Kentucky  and  became  the  an-

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cestor  of  the  large  family  of  Barbours 
of  Jefferson  and  Oldham  Counties.* 

These  Commissioners  rendered  very 
great  service  not  only  to  the  Kentucky 
settlers  but  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Virginia.  It  was  by  no  means  a  pleas- 
ant task  that  had  been  assigned  them. 
Where  there  were  rival  claimants  the 
loser  might  feel  unkindly  toward  the 
Court.  The  country  was  still  infested 
with  Indians,  and  in  traveling  from  one 
settlement  to  another  to  hold  sessions 
of  the  Court  they  were  exposed  to  great 
danger.  They  were  asked  to  discharge 
this  important  duty  in  the  midst  of  the 
Revolution,  and  at  least  three  of  them 
had  had  previous  military  experience, 
and  one,  James  Barbour,  was  an  officer 
in  the  Eevolutionary  "War.  It  was  but 
natural  that  personal  and  patriotic 
motives  should  have  drawn  them  to  the 
more  stirring  scenes  of  the  conflict  for 
their  country's  freedom,  but  because 
of  their  high  standing  and  unimpeach- 
able character  Virginia  had  drafted 
them  for  this  important  civic  duty,  and 
they  responded. 

The  Pioneer  Settlers 
The  list  of  land  claimants  contains 
the  name  of  practically  every  man  who 
played  a  part  in  the  stirring  drama  of 
Kentucky's  early  settlement.  It  is  an 
Honor  Roll  of  pioneer  heroes  who  took 
their  lives  in  their  hands  as  they  moved 
the  outposts  of  civilization  hundreds  of 
miles  into  a  savage-infested  wilderness. 
As  we  write  the  names  of  Boone,  Ken- 
ton,  Calloway,  Harrod,  Todd,   Shelby,

McGary,  Logan,  McAfee,  "Whitley, 
Meriweather,  Clark,  Combs,  Davis,  Har- 
lin,  Howard,  Craig,  Scott,  Smith,  Fields, 
Slaughter,  Crockett,  Floyd,  and  scores 
of  others  of  equal  fame,  there  is  a 
strong  temptation  to  write  at  least  a 
brief  sketch  of  each.  Space  will  not 
permit  this  indulgence,  however,  and 
so  we  are  using  foot-note  references  only 
to  a  few  of  the  most  outstanding  items 
of  interest.  Foot-note  references  are 
also  made  indicating  where  brief 
sketches  may  be  found  in  Collins'  His- 
tory. As  we  have  been  pressed  for  time 
in  preparing  the  copy  for  this  first  in- 
stallment we  are  indexing  only  the 
names  of  persons  appearing  in  the  vol- 
ume. 

The  majority  of  the  entries  in  the 
record  have  a  marginal  notation  show- 
ing the  number  of  acres  claimed,  the 
fact  of  the  payment  of  the  fees,  issuance 
of  certificate,  and  in  most  eases  the  name 
of  the  person  to  whom  the  certificate 
was  delivered.  As  it  is  not  con- 
venient to  run  these  marginal  notes  aa 
such  in  our  style  of  make-up  we  are  run- 
ning them  in  parentheses  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  entries  to  which  they  apply. 

The  edge  of  the  back  of  the  book  has 
a  slip  pasted  on  it  with  the  word  "Pre- 
emptions" written  on  the  slip.  It 
is  rather  apparent  from  the  appearance 
of  this  writing  that  it  was  done  at  a  later 
date  and  perhaps  not  a  part  of  the  ori- 
ginal record.  There  is  no  title  at  the 
top  of  the  first  page  of  the  record  other 
than  the  date  line.  The  first  installment 
of  the  record  foUows  herewith. 
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St.  Asaphs  or  Logans  Fort*  October 
ye  13th,  1779  William.  Fleming  Edmond 
Lj'ne  and  John  Barber  Esquires,  this 
day  produced  a  Commission  from  under 
the  hand  of  his  Excellency  the  Gover- 
nor, sealed  with  the  Seal  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia,  bearing  date  the 
26th  day  of  June  1779,  Constituting  and 
appointing  them  Commissioners  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  into  execution  the 
act  of  Assembly  entitled  an  Act,  for  ad- 
justing and  settling  the  titles  of  Claim- 
ers,  under  the  present  and  former  Gov- 
ernment, previoas  to  the  establishment 
of  the  Commonwealths  land  office. 

James  Barbour  Esq — this  day  admin- 
istered the  Oath  of  a  Commissioner  to 
William  Fleming,  and  he  the  said  Wil- 
liam Fleming  Esq.  to  Edmond  Lyne  & 
James  Barbour  Esquires  according  to 
Law.  After  which  they  made  choice  of 
John  Williams  Junior  Clerk  who  was 
sworn  accordingly,  the  Court  being  At-
